We got 6 
years out of it by pulling their tails a little bit, but they indicated 
to us that they would not be able to do the pick-ups, the changes 
of new houses etc., done on an annual basis in the month of May, 
unless we had an article in the warrant, saying that the reassess- 
ment to be done by the Department of Revenue Administration. 
This only indicates an intent. When it comes down to the wire and 
we do the reappraisels, we will go out to bid just like we always 
have. This doesn’t tie us down at this time to the Dept. of Revenue 
Administration.

ENGINEERS’ REPORT 
SURRY VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT — 1983 


The past year saw responses of the Surry Volunteer Fire Department increase 
by 45 percent. A large portion of the increase was due to auto accidents and chim- 
ney fires, which primarily occured at the beginning of the year. Although res- 
ponses were up, we experienced only one serious structure fire. Two chimney 
fires, which developed into partition fires, were detected early, before major 
damage occured. The Engineers: would like to STRESS that proper clearances for 
stoves and stovepipes and proper chimney maintenance should be observed. 


Many members continue to take advantage of fire training schools in the area. 
The attendance at the Meadowood Firefighting School in the spring and fall was 
good. Monthly drills also help members brush up on proper firefighting techniques, 


This year the department has built a cascade and lighting unit at minimal cost. A 
generator, generously donated to the department by Towar Arnold, was placed on 
a State owned trailer along with four large air cylinders, gauges, and hoses, which 
will be used to refill Self Contained Breathing Apparatus at a fire scene. Three of 
the five SCBA’s were updated this year to meet new standards. The remaining two 
will be done early in 1984. 


Two more minitors were purchased from the department’s social fund, bringing 
the total to nine minitors distributed among the membership. 


Work done on the station this year consisted of repainting the interior of the 
apparatus area. Thanks to the generous gifts from Robert Bergivin, Frank Lucius, 
and Bretwood Golf Course, the parking area to the south of the station was 
enlarged to accomodate more cars. 


The primary goal of the Engineers for 1984 is to insulate the cement block area 
of the station to help combat rising heating costs. At this time, there is no insula- 
tion in these areas and the heat loss is high. 


We have added two new people to our roster. As in many small towns, we ex- 
perience a shortage of interested personnel to fill the department’s needs. Any 


person interested in joining the department should contact a member for infor- 
mation. 


This year marks S.V.F. D.’s 31st year. Because of the amount of work being 
done at the station, along with other involvements by our members, our 30th year 
was over before we realized it. We are planning an Open House early in the Spring, 
enabling everyone in town to observe thirty years of growth which has resulted 
from countless hours of work by department personnel and other interested, 


dedicated town’s people. We hope that everyone will plan to attend the open 
house. 


The Engineers’ wish to thank all who supported the department in any way in 
the past years and for continued support in the future.

Recreation Department 1983 
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REPORT FROM THE COMMISSIONERS OF THE SOUTHWEST 
REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


Surry is a member of the Southwest Region Planning Commission which main- 
tains offices in Keene and provides a diversity of technical assistance and ser- 
vices through its professional staff. The Commission has, traditionally, worked 
with Planning Boards, Boards of Selectmen and Boards of Adjustment in respon- 
ding to the myriad questions and concerns relating to growth and development in 
its member communities. It has provided professional staff assistance in the pre- 
paration of master plans, zoning ordinances, subdivision regulations, site plans 
regulations and review and has offered interpretations and opinions in deciding 
matters brought before these various agencies and boards. Surry has called upon 
the staff for such assistance on numerous occasions. 


More recently, the Commission has diversified its services to member towns 
in the establishment of such cost-effective programs as cooperative purchasing 
which brings together the purchasing requirements of many towns in order to 
have a greater impact in the marketplace and, thus, obtain better purchase prices. 
The Commission’s computer capability has been well received and many towns 
have computerized their tax and utility billings, voter checklists, and mailing 
labels under the auspices of the Committee. 
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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and control 
program leads the nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less than one-half 
acre per fire statewide average. 


At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the prevention 
and control of all grass and woods fires when the ground is not snow covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written permit 
for every fire that is to be kindled on the ground out of doors when the ground is 
not covered with snow. Each person wishing to have an outside fire must obtain 
this written permit from the town Fire Warden before kindling the fire. Any per- 
son that does not obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is violating our for- 
est fire permit law and is subject to a court appearance and could be fined up to 
$1,000 and receive a jail sentence of up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless it is 
raining. The reason for this is twofold: the fire danger increases steadily between 
9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then subsides to a safe level between 2:00 p.m. and 
5:00 p.m. This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels that are easily 
ignited and dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part of 
the day fire fighters are not readily available in most communities so an escaped 
fire could burn longer and cause greater damage before being suppressed. 


_ Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly appre- 
ciated.
